Am nm policy in the cold war. 
he U States led the 
western legion against the Red 
bloc in the peace organization. 

didn’t represent a new 
Washi ngton policy. It was a stra- 
tegic development under a long 
i , which was to 
fight the co od ‘war to a finish— 
to take advantage of every device 
to push the Russians back to 
their own frontiers. 

The revolt of Marshal Tito 
against the dictatorship of the 
Kremlin provided an opportunity 
upon which the United States 
and other western powers have 
se'zed. However, the drama stag- 
ed jon of Yugoslavia 
ounci 1 was a 
sequel to Amer: ica’s move weeks 
ago in selling steel mili equip- 
ment to Yugoslavia’s Marshal 
Tito to bolster him in his re- 


sistance to Russia. 

Thus the United Nations vote 
was merely another sign of a de- 
velopment which had started pre. 
viously but which had lacked the 
dramatic qualities to impress its 
full significance on the general 
public. 

The real significance of the 

vent is that western action in the 
cold war has advanced into the 
of the Communist bloc. 
he US. back Tito and 
ben his hand in his re- 

ce to Moscow? 
The point of such a move, of 
course, wouldn't be affection for 
Tito but that here might be a 
chance to enlarge the area of 
freedom in eastern Europe. 

There is unrest among most, if 
mot all, of the Russ‘an satellites. 
Successful resistance by Yugo- 
slavia to Moscow might well en- 
courage other eastern European 
states to follow suit. 

Washington decided to streng- 
then Tito’s hand, and acted ac- 
cordingly. The UN election battle 
was just a part of the plan which 
evolved from that decis! on.

Show Our Flag? 


It seems some people have 
been getting worked up over 
the practice of displaying Ameri- 
ean flags in Canada, It is too bad 
we cannot get a little more 
worked up over failures to dis- 
play the Canadian flag on ap- 
propriate occasions, 

On a national holiday, or on 
@ny other special occasion the 
pitiful display of a few moth- 
eaten flags is a public disgrace. 

There is no need to carry our 
demonstrations of nationalism to 
tedious lengths. We do not want 
a situation such as is found in 
some nations where the public 
is compelled to display its flags 
on every conceivable occasion. 

But surely in a nation having 
so many advantages as has Can- 
ada, we should have enough 
pride in our country to be ready 
to hoist a flag to the top of every 
bu ng, and certainly on any 
holiday. 


Yet on the greatest of our tra- 
ditional holidays you can walk 
down the main street of Edmon- 
ton or any other centre and 
count the flags on the fingers of 
one hand and you do not evea 
need to use your thumb. Govern- 
ment offices usually manage to 
display a flag because most gov- 
ernments have regulations to 
that effect. Most other establish- 
ments simply do not bother. 

Even in those places where 
you find people who think it po- 
lite to display the flag of a 
neighboring nation, the showing 
of the foreign flag would be of 
little consequence if our own flag 
was displayed too. But when you 
only display the foreign flag, 
without enough pride to use your 
own, it brands the whole per- 
formance as an obvious bit of 
cheap commercialism. 

The other extreme of breast- 
par os ney and militant national- 
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iem {fs equally sickening, but 
surely there is a happy medium 
in which the natural pride we 
must have in a good country can 
be displayed honestly at appro- 
priate times, 

In the same way, Is there any 
reason why the playing of ‘God 
Save the King’ or the singing of 
‘O Canada’ should be the signal 
for dashing to the nearest exit 
as though the parcel in your 
pocket had sprung a leak? 

Last Saturday, in the Edmon- 
ton Gardens, at the official open- 
ing, He silence, during the sing- 
ing of “O Canada,” was some- 
thing for the book, You do net 
experience a hush such as that 
even when they sre making an 
illegal lucky draw for a car, 

A@er all, it isn’t a sin to make 
a@ few sounds while the National 
Anthem is being sung.

Many Abuses

Some landlords have sent me 
details of scandalous abuses 


whereby tenants have been able 
to make the landlord the goat of 
the rentals controls, In gome 
cases well-to-do tenants have 
actually built and sold new homes, 
for big profit, while sitting tight 
&t low controlled rents in apart- 
ments owned by landlords who 
have 4 desperate time to make 
ends meet, 

But as our National Minister of 
Reconstruction pointed out the 
other day, we have a scarcity of 
300,000 housing waits in Canada 
right now. We need about 100,000 
new homes every year to take 
care of the natural increase, We 
built only 90,000 last year. 

That is, we fell 10,000 homes 
short even of providing for the 
natural increase, 

I agree with my lady landlord 
that the most Becessary thing to 
do in any country is to give peo- 
ple jobs, But we did not give the 
people jobs in the thirties, We 
did not build enough homes— 
either by private or public enter- 


prise. And untess ali signs are 
false, we may soon have mass 
unemploymem again unless we 
plan against it, 

By all means let people pick 
their own homes. But let us 
make the necessary financial ar- 
rangements for them so that they 
do not need to become plutocrats 
before they get a decent home 
to live in,

Three Opposition Rarties Ask 
Dealings With Commonwealth

OTTAWA, Oct. 22. — (CP) — Opposition financial 

spokesmen yesterday opened fire on government trade poli- 
cies as budget debate got under way in the Commons, Two 
want-of-confidence motions—one from the Progressive Con- 
servatives and one from the CCF—were introduced.

SENTIMENTALITY CUT 


In adapting the work, he says he 
has attempted to cut down the 
sentimental parts in favor of the 


portions which are humourous, sat- 
irical, socially critical or just plain, 
good fun, 

While he realizes he is leaving 
himself open to criticism for hav- 
ing tampered with the master, Mr. 
Tweed says he has tried to get 
a good dramatic show. It is not an 
attempt to present a literary ex- 
position on the good and bad in 
Dickens, but rather that Nicholas 
| Nickleby is a good story and should 
make good dramatic fare. 

All too frequently, Mr, Tweed 
|states, he is accused of putting 
more Tweed than Dickens in the 
adaptation when actually what he is 
accused of adding is a forgotten 
section of Dickens,

stances obtaining in this City the amount being retired each year is so 
‘negligible, in relation to new requirements, as hardly to be a factor. 
It is for this reason that the Commissioners, knowing well what lies 
ahead, were compelled to recommend to Council that during the next 
several years all new public works be restricted to those items only 
which are absolutely necessary, and without which the City could not 
function. To state the case briefly, the City’s existing facilities, such 
as waterworks, sewer system, electrical feeders, telephone conduits, 
bridges, paving, schools and other buildings, ete., were laid out to 
accommodate a population of 100,000 to 125,000 and speaking generally, 
were adequate for that number, but with all the developments within 
and adjacent to the City, it becomes necessary to so expand the present 
facilities, or build entirely new ones, as to provide for a minimum of 
250,000 people, and there are some who would go even higher than that 
figure. It is doubtful if there are matiy people, outside the adminis-

MISCELLANEOUS PROJECTS 

The Department during the present year has acquired three street 
sweeping machines all of which have given good service, and it is 
felt that the cleanliness of the City's streets has been markedly improv- 
ed. The installation of traffic control lights has been commenced at ten 
different intersections, and it is expected the lights will be in opera- 
tion before the end of the year. The Department has likewise given 
considerably more attention to the marking of arterial streets than has 
been the practice in the past, and such action seems to have the 
approval of the people of the City, The new gravel pit adjacent to 
Mayfair Golf Links, which was opened this spring, has already turned 
out 125,000 cubic yards of crushed gravel. The operation of Parking 
Meters has been taken over by the Department, 

With the rapid increase of the City’s population, the problem of 
flooded basements during periods of high rainfall has increased 
markedly, and the City must immediately commence the construction 
of relief sewers if the problem is to be remedied,
